CANADIAN DOCTOR FOR SIAM. 


When the majority of appointments 
to good positions are made in this 
age there is usually an outburst of 
criticism as to why So-and.so got so- 
and-so. It inevitable, universal, 
and must only be taken philosqphic- 
ally by those most concerned if they 
have strong minds, If they haven't 
they will only sputter protest or ex- 
planations needlessly.

kingdom of Siam. This young man, 
Dr. Pames Fyshe, has. been for. the 


past two years medical superintendent 
of the Alexandra Contagious Disease 
hospital in Montreal. 

He sails today for Bangkok to take 
up his new duties. 

Son of Thomas Fyshe. 

He is a son of Mr. Thomas Fyshe, 
late general manager of the Merchants 
Bank of Canada, is still a young Mate 
being in his twenty-ninth year, After 
taking his Arts degree at Harvard 
university, he entered the medical 
faculty of McGill and was graduated 
in the class of 1904, with honors in 
eight subjects. Dr, Fyshe spent two 
years at the General hospital and then 
after a special course of study and 
practical work in the Contagious Dis- 
ease hospital, of Boston, he received 
the appointment of medical superin- 
tendent at the Alexandra, which posi- 
tion he has just resigned to accept 
the Siava appointment. 

In going to Siam, Dr. Fyshe is tak- 
ing service under a king whose know- 
ledge of European civilization and 
customs was obtained from Mrs. 
Leonowens, one of the most interest- 
ing women in Montreal. Dr, Fyshe’s 
grandmother, who was appointed to 
Bangkok by the foreign office as 
governess of the royal family of Siam 
when the present king was a child of 
five. The influence Mrs. Leonowens 
acquired and the way in which she 
exerted it for the betterment of the 
country forms a brilliant chapter in 
that country’s history. One son, 
Major Leonowens, has been for years 
the trusted adviser of the king. 

There are some 8,000,000 people in 
Siam and the departinent of hygiene 
has jurisdiction over all of them, Its 
present head is Dr. Highet and the 
work of fighting scientifically the 
battle of public hygiene is receiving 
the active support of the king and the 
educated nobles, who are working for 
the civilization of the country.

Several small operators who cut from 
two to three million feet will not oper- 
ate at all this winter, Notwithstanding 
the curtailment in the cut, men are very 
scarce, It is almost impossible to get 
them. Wages are high, ranging from 
$28 to $38 a month.
